FACTS AS TO THE CAPITAL AND TUK 
UAPITOL.

The friends of Milledgeville habitual- 
ly charge the removal of the capital to 
Atlanta as the work of radicals solely. 
They speak as if the thought of remo- 
val never occurred to any one till 1868. 
They would haveus believe that the 
enemies of the state left ample accom 
modations at Milledgeville, and re- 
moved the seatof government to At- 
lanta, from bad mdtives, and for sinis- 
ter purposes, Let'us examine history 
a little on this subject. When the 
capitol at Milledgeville war built, we 
do not know. It was old enough to 
need repairs in 1833 Governor Lump- 
kin, in his message of 1864, excused the 
use of more money than had been ap- 
»propriated for that purpose, by saying: 
“In this extra and additional labor is 
included the repaits of unavoidable in- 
juries done to the, building during the 
progress of re-covering it.” In the 
same message he daid, ‘‘By an exami- 
nation of the various apartments of the 
building, it wiil be seen that they are 
insufficient to contain in a proper state 
of preservation, the vast accumulation 
of books and papers, and other 
appendages belonging to the 
public offices. I would 
therefore recommend to the legislature 
that a sufficient appropriation be made 
during the present :eession to put an 
addition to the south end of the build- 
ing corresponding ;with that of the 
north.” Seuate journal 1834, page 24 
That work may be done ata cost of 
$15,000, as stated by Goy. Schley in 
his message of 1836, He recommen-~ 
ded porches and ¢olonnades for the 
eastern and western doors and _ paint- 
ing of the. interior; to complete the 
huilding. And he suggested the re- 
moval of the arsenal, which obstructed 
the view of the capitol. The same 
message called for bhilding an execu-~ 
tive mansion, Senkte journal 1830, 
pages 21, 22. 

The capitol was completed and the ex 
ecutive mansion (called the govern- 
ment house) was finished. What next ? 
In 1847 a bill was introduced in the 
vencral assembly “to; provide for the 
removal of the seat.of government o' 
this state to the town! of Atlanta, in the 
county of DeKalb, and to provide for 
the erection of the necessary buildings 
to accommodate the general assembly, 
state house and ¢xecutive oflicers 
thereof and for ‘other purposes 
therein mentioned.’ The history 
of that bill if § =6as— follows:

Mr. Harris offered to amend by let- 
ting majority vote locate the capita!, 
which was reported. Nesbit’s substi 
tute was then received by veas 84, nays 
40, The bill was then reported by yeas 
55, nays 68. Upon a motion to recon- 
consider the yeas were 42, nays 70. See 
house journal, 1847, pages 270 to 292. 

We have given the history fully that 
it may appear whether we deal unfairly 
in making the following deductions. 

1, The capitol is an extremely old 
building. 

2. In less than ten years after it was 
repaired and made complete, and after 
the executive mansion was finished, a 
motion to indefinitely postpone a bill 
to remove the capital was voted down 
by a large majority. 

Never was there a better time for Mill- 
edgeville to enter such a contest. Tne 
pubiie buildings were then in good or- 
der; removal necessarily involved 
heayy expeuses, and yet it is plain that 
a majority were dissatisfied with Mill- 
edgevilie. Naught but the rivalry be- 
tween Macon and Atlantathen kept the 
seat of government at Milledgeville. 
Macon was tben a flourishing seat of 
learning, a city of large inteiligence and 
wealth. Atlanta was not chartered till 
two weeks after that vote, the stillness 
of her hills was never broken by the 
steam whistletill that year. She wasa 
town cf “shanties,” having no brick 
house except Thompson’s hotel. She 
was so insignificant that she had to be 
identified in the bill by calling her “ta 
town DeKalb county.” But her 
friends knew her eligible situation, 
knew the salubrity of her climate and 
were confideut that she would become 
acity worthy to be the capital of the 
empire state of the south. They knew 
the people were not satisfied with Mill- 
edgeville as the seat of government and 
sought a square issue belore the people 
as between Atlanta and Macon.

“Light y#tir lamp!” said Mr. Joe 
Fleishel, handing us a little swinging illumina- 
tor. 

Saving this, he swung back a trap-door, and 
lowered himself outof sight, We followed him, 
and after dropping down a half-dozen steps, 
found that we were upon a sieady asphaitum 
floor, while away ahead of us stretched illimita- 
bie vanits that looked like the catacombs of 
Exyypt. Suddenly from behind a huge cask, 
swingivg hig lamp like a censor, care a Chubby 


| German, that reminded us of one of the sulpha- 


ric geutlemen that caught Rip Van Winkie that 
stormy night, on the moantain. 

**Lead the way, Casper,’’ said Joe Fleishel, in 
a hollow voice that sounded as if somebody had 
poured it baek in the jug. And on we went, 


through lanes lined with giant casks, through 
Lrap-Goors that ge unexpectedly, througa 
mountains of ice, away beicw the sunlight, 
shivering and gasping and breaking out with an 
atuficial mildew. We were in the vaults of the 
Atlanta brewery. 

AN IMMENSE ESTABLISHMENT. 


Do you know auywilug about this brewery. 
Du you know thal li has Cost over one hundred 
taousand dollars, apd is worth much more” 
‘That it makes one hundred and forty barrels, or 
over six huadred kegs, or about five thousand 
galions of the very best of beerevery day? ‘lihat 
it has eighty thousand gallons of beer in those 
Vaulls that siretch iike the furrow of some 
srobdignagdian rat under the tailsveming soil 
of the city, and has capazity there for two 
hundred and fifty thousand gallons? That buys 
car-.oads Of bariey frou Canada for its capacious 
naw, pays out about $1,000 a month in Atlanta, 
puts its beer in seven states, and is the only 
brewery in the south’? Thatit can take every 
morning bariey worth $150 and by night have 
made it into beer that wii bring nearly $2,000" 

HOW BEER Is MADE. 


We took a waik through the grea. establish- 
ment, and tracked the veer from the sacks of 
barley to the little closet from which it sprang, 
like a living stream of ambc1, when Fieishel’s 
wrist turned the spiggut. And this is the way of 
it. The beer is mude of bariey aud hops. It ix 
nothing more nor less than the e-seuce of bread, 
‘The barley is first steeped in warm water until 
it las fairy sprouted. It is then carefuliy 
parched. alter beiug parched it Is thrown into 
immense reservoirs,and is boiled, hops being 
thrown im to assist iermentation {t is ther 
poured into a muge coover, just above which 
is an immense fan worked by steam The beer 
reaches this cooler at 206 degrees, and ler ves it 
about forty. It is then poured down, dripping 
oyer a system of Copper pipes through which ice 
water is consianiuy forced By the time it has 
passed this system wi coolers, it is cold, and is 
then poured beiow ground into the vaults, 
(hese vaults are kept intensely cold all the time. 
Enormous blocks of ice are pileé apon every 
cask, and are kept there the year round, The 
new beer is pourod into great vats which hold 
thousands of gaiious, and then “ swimmers ”’ 
(copper floats Lolding blocks of ire}, are thrown 
into the vats. After a while the beer is drawn 
off into enormous casks, which held thousands 
ol ga!lous, and stands there for some time—the 
louger the better. Afier sixty or ninety days, 
it is drawn from these casks, put into kegs and 
sent into murket. Weall kyow what becomes 
of it then. 


THE HISTORY OF THE BREWERY. 


Under its present management the brewery 
has been steadily successful. Mr #leishel is 
the manager, Messrs W H Tuller and kK il 
Richards being large stockpnolders. When Mr 
Fieishel took holu of it, a few years ago, he 
found that there was uot a demaud for the forty 
perree of beer thxt the brewery could turn out. 
In @ very shori time a new demand was created, 
and it was found that the brewery could not fil 
its orders. When it was found that this demand 
was substantial and was steadily increasing, it 
was determined to euiarge the capacity of ine 
brewery. Accordingly uew and improved ma~« 
chinery was patinu, vew vauits were built, and 
the brewery is Dow ready for work, witha c¢s- 
pacity of 140 barrels a day, or nearly four times 
what it has jormerly been. 

Mr Flei-he! has every 1eason to believe 
that the full capacity of tae brewery, as enor- 
mots as it is, will be readily taken by the trade. 
The Atianta beer is famous everywhere for pu~ 
rity, excellence and quality. It bas driven the 
best beers Out of the market where it has been 
tried in the future it will be even better thar 
it has been. The new machinery introduced is 
better than the old, and a better article can be 
produced. But, ubove all this, the capacity of 
the brewery and the extent ofthe cellars, will 
enable Mr Fleishel to let bis beer stand a longer 
time before it is sold. Heretofore be has had to 
hurry his beer to market in about sixty days. 
Hereafver he will hold it in the cellars for nine- 
ty days.

The saie of 
140 barrels a day will amount to $1.68) per day, 
or $024.160 a year. aud this half million of dol~ 
lare will be produced out of probably $140 000 
worth of barley, and $10,000 worth of hops.
